NAT GOODWIN, 
NOTED ACTOR, DIES 


Matrimony and Divorces Checkered 
Life; Five Brides Hé Led to Altar 
and Planned Sixth Wedding 


New York.—Nat C. Goodwin, the 
actor, died at a hotel here early: Jan- 
uary 31, after a brief illness. He 
came to New York January 27 from 
Baltimore, where he had been play- 
ing. Death was due to a_ general 
breakdown, following an operation for 
the removal cf his right eye several 
months ago. He was born in Bostong 
July 25, 1857. 

The removal of Goodwin's eye was 
the result of an error an employee 
made several) weeks ago, in preparing 
an eye wash for the actor. Chloro- : 
form instead of the usual liquid was a 
placed in the cup, and Goodwin’s eye 
was seriously injured. 

Goodwin's parents live in Roxbury, 
Mass., where the burial took place. 
At the funeral, held last Saturday, 
De Wolf Hopper, a life-long friend 
of Goodwin, read the service, in the 
presence of a delegation from the 
Lambs Club. The dead actor’s par- 
ents from Massachusetts attended the 
funeral, which was followed by other 
services in Roxbury. 

Back in his school days jn an acad- 
emy at Farmington, Me. he won 
schoo] fame as a mimic. He made his 
professional debut as a newsboy in 
“Law in New York,” at Boston in 
1874. The following year found him 
at the famous Tony Pastor’s in New 
York. His theatrical activities were 
marked with almost uninterrupted 
successes, both as star and as pro- 
ducer, in America, England and‘ Aus- 
tralia. 

Goodwin was five times married. 
His last wife was Margaret More- 
land. Goodwin’s country home was 
at Ocean Park, Santa Monica, Cal. 

Soon after Goodwin and Margaret 
Moreland married they started a cafe 
at Santa Monica. All this time Good- 
win was writing a 500,000-word book, 
“I. Wonder,” in which he asks and 
answers the questions of why so 
many women—five of them—have con- 
sented to share his name. This book 
was completed recently. 

"In 1876, when he was but 19 years 
old, Goodwin married Eliza Weath-. 
ersby, a young English actress, who 
was tey years his senior. This mar- 
riage, says Goodwin, is the only one 
he ever has regarded as a conquest. 
And this was, perhaps, his happiest 
venture. Mrs. Weathersby Goodwin 
died after ten years. Nat referred 
to her as the “angel”. “She was like 
a mother to me,” he says in his book. 

Goodwin met Mrs. Nella Pease, wife 

’ of a well-to-do physician of Buffalo, 
N. Y. Society was astounded when 
Dr. and Mrs. Pease were divorced, 
and in 1888 Mrs. Pease became Mrs. 
Goodwin Ne. 2. There was one bright 
spot in this marriage—the birth of a 
son. But the child died when only a 
few months old, and this Nat char- 
acterizes as one of the saddest mo- 
ments of his life. 

Maxine Elliott, a stage beauty, next 
attracted the much-married actor. He 
met her at a banquet in San Fran. 
cisco, and at once become enamored 
of her, it is said. She was then the 
wife of George A. McDermott, a Los 
Angeles lawyer. Goodwin, about to 
sail for Australia to appear in “The 
Prfsoner of Zenda,” needed a leading 
woman of striking appearance.

DISCHARGED MEN MUST 
~ WEAR GIVLIN ATTIRE 


Soldiers Not in Service Are Not En- 
titled fo Wear Uniform 


. San. Francisco.— Discharged officers 
and enlisted men who have been 
wearing their uniforms after reach- 
ing home are doing so in violation of 
law. This was made plain in an 
order from Washington received at 
the Presidio setting forth just when 
the uniforms ‘may and may not be 
worn by former members of the mili- 
tary service. 


Although the enlisted man is not 
required to return his ‘uniform for 
four months after the date of his dis- 
charge, he is permitted to wear it 
for three months after, but only upon 
occasions of ceremony. 

This rule applies only to men who 
have reached their homes. Dis- 
charged men are permitted to wear 
their uniforms until they arrive home, 
and the same rule applies to officers. 

The new order calls attention to 
the fact that legislation is pending 
that will permit soldiers to keep their 
‘uniforms and wear them in parades 
and at ceremonies, but it adds that tf 
this legislation becomes law it will 
permit the wearing of the issue uni- 
form only and not those made for en- 
listed men by civilian tailors. The 
latter may not be worn legally after 
a soldier is discharged, yesterday’s 
advices state. 

Presidio authorities say the new 
order will put an end to a profitable 
business conducted by civilian tailors, 
who have been soliciting orders for 
new tailor-made uniforms at reduced 
prices from enlisted men who expect 
to wear them in after years. 

Discharged officers have been the 
worst offenders, Army men say, be- 
cause they have persisted in wearing 
their uniforms after their discharge 
and after reaching home, in direct 
violation of instructigns.

U.S. MAY LOSE |2 GAL. REGIMENTS. 


Dealers Propose That Government | 363rd Infantry and 347th Field Artil- 
Pay $2.26 and Sell for $1.25; lery Will Remain With Allied 
$1,250,000,000 Loss Troops in Belgium} 


Washington.—Grain dealers appear-} 
ing Monday before the House Agri- 
culture Committee proposed the Gov- 
ernment pay the guaranteed price of 
$2.26 a bushel for the 1919 wheat 


crop and sell it to the consumer at 
the world market price, which, they 
estimated would be about $1.25. The 
witnesses generally believed this plan 
would cost. the Government probably 
a billion and a quarter dollars, but 
said this loss was preferable to any 
attempt on the part of the Govern- 
ment to maintain an artificial price. 

Representative Lever of South Car- 
olina suggested three others plans: 

First—That the wheat movement 
be entirely on the pre-war basis. 

Second—That the movement pos- 
sibly be- restricted by the Govern- 
ment being authorized to sell or to 
buy, so as to prevent manipulation. 

Third—That the domestic movement 
be entirely on the pre-war basis, with 
the export, movement under Federal 
control. y 

The eommittee was holding hear- 
ings on the bill prepared by A. W. 
Glasgow, counsel] for the Food Admin- 
istration in co-operation with the De 
partment of Agriculture. The deal- 
ers strongly opposed continuation of 
the Food Administration’s grain cor- 
poration, as provided in the bill. 
They, however, urged continuation of 
the corporation for buying and sell- 
ing the crop. 

Chairman Lever also announced his 
disapproval of the measure as drawn, 
declaring it granted broader powers 
than those of the food control act. 
L. F. Gates of the Chicago Board of 
Trade declared the proposal was 
“vicious,” while grain dealers testified 
that Glasgow had disregarded their 
suggestions and drafted a bill un- 
necessarily broad and conferring too 
much power on one official. 

Chairman Lever announced that 
none of the committeemen “seriously 
considered the building of elevators 
or warehouses for storing grain,” and 
that this section of the bill could be 
eliminated from discussion. 

A. E. Reynolds of Crawfordsville; 
Ind., chairman of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Grain Dealers’ National 
Association, said a crop of 1,250,000,- 
000 bushels was in prospect, and he, 
with other dealers, thought the world 
price would be about $1.25 a bushel. 

F. C. Van Dusen of Minneapolis 
said the present is too early to make 
specific plans under whic. the grain 
corporation should operate, but, he 
added, “the President should be given 
broad authority in handling the sit- 
uation.” 

Control of imports and exports and 
the closing of exchanges to future 
trading will minimize the Govern- 
ment’s loss in maintaining the price, 
Van Dusen declared, adding that 
licensing of the exchanges would be 
unwise. Van Dusen said he favored 
leaving the question of price with 
the corporation, suggesting that 
through control of world credits the 
Government might sell the wheat ad- 
vantageously despite a lower world 
price. 


PRESIDENT TO STAY IN 
U.S. ONLY FEW DAYS 


Paris.—President Wilson will leave 
France on February 15 and return to 
America in order to be present at the 
closing of Congress on March 4, it has 
been learned from an authoritative 
source. 

President Wilson will stay in the’ 
United States a few days only, after 
which he will return to France. His 
absence from Paris will not exceed 
three weeks. : 

During the absence of the President, 
Premier Lloyd George and Premier 
Orlando will doubtless go to England 
and Italy, respectively, where their 
duties as heads of those governments 
claim them. 

The work of the conference will con- 
tinue during the absence of the three | 
leaders. ; 

Paris.—President Wilson’s present 
Dlans indicate that he still hopes to 
visit Brussels before sailing for home 
and will make the trip at the last pos- 
sible moment. 


San Francisco.—San Frnetseo’s fight- 
ing regiments, the 363d Infantry and 
the 347th Field Artillery, will remain 
indefinitely ov->seas, it was announced 
in a telegram to Mayor Rolph from 
Congressman Julius Kahn. 

The return of the 91st Division en 
masse was expected within the next 
few days, but the telegram and a let- 
ter from Colonel Cavanaugh, com- 
manding the 363d, dispelled this be- 
lief. 

These two regiments, Californian in 
their entire personnel, and more par- 
ticularly San Franciscan, have been 
through the thickest of the fighting 
in the Champagne, Verdun, Argonne 
and Flanders fields. 

The 363d was cited by General Per- 
shing and/its men were decorated by 
the commander-in-chief himself. 

The text of Congréssman Kahn's 
telegram, which occasioned great dis- 
appointment among expectant San 
Franciscans, reads as follows: 

“The 363d Infantry and the 347th 
Field Artillery, both attached to the 
Ninety-first Division, are in Belgium. 
neither of these organizations is sched- 
uled for early return.” 

The 363d Regiment was designated 
by General Pershing to accompany the 
King and Queen of Belgium into their 
capital, Brussels. 

The 347th saw service with the 
British and Belgian troops in the bat- 
tles on the Flanders fields. 

The letter which Mayor Rolph re- 
ceived from Colonel Cavanaugh, in 
command of the 363d, runs in part as 
follows: 

“Under our present instructions the 
division expects to embark by Febru- 
ary 20, but, of course, nothing is set- 
tled definitely, and orders at any time 
may be received changing the whole 
siate. As to further movements of 
the division we know nothing. 

“As the time draws near where the 
division seems to be on the point of 
embarking for the States, the men 
daily become more enthused with the 
idea of seeing good old California and 
the possibility of being able to parade 
through San Francisco. 

“I believe they would do most any- 
thing to march as a regiment in re- 
view through the streets of San Frau- 
cisco and under your eyes. 

“Of course, the personnel of the 
regiment has changed a great deal and 
we have received many new men to 
take the places of those we left be 
hind up in the Argonne and in Flan 
ders, but the regiment still continues 
to be the same old regiment, with the 
same strong California feeling, and I 
venture to say that by now the new 
men, no matter what State they come 
from, are as good Californians as any 
of them. 

“The regiment is in fine shape now, 
and many officers and men who have 
been absent, wounded, are now re 
turning to our ranks, and, believe me, 
they receive a most hearty welcome.”

OLDEST WOMAN I 
WORLD 1S. DEAD 


Ifidian Maria Believed to Have Been 
134 Years Old Died at Martinez 


Martinez.—Indian Maria, believed to 
;be the oldest human being in the 
world and for many years an object 
of wonder to scentists all over the 
United States, died here January 31 
at the age of 134 years. 

Maria was born at a small mission 
settlement somewhere near the south- 
fern end of Alameda county in the 
lyear 1785. The American colonies 
were still in their swaddling clothes 
and the war of 1812 had not yet been 
fought. When she was 12 years old 
she recalls being taken by her father, 
a member of the tribe of early Cali- 
fornia Indians, to witness the found- 
ing of the Mission San Jose in Ala- 
meda county, which, according to the 
records of the old- padres, occurred in 
1797. 

When America fought its second 
battle with England, Maria was 34 
years of age and the mother of sev- 
eral children. She was 85 years of 
age when the Civil War started and 
had attained the ripe old age of 129 
years when the great world war 
started. For twenty-two years she 
has been an inmate of the county 
hospital, where college professors and 
scientists of high and low degree 
have visited her as the wonder woman 
of the age. : 

Maria was remarkably well pre- 
served. She had a third set of teeth 
and of late years her eyesight, which 
had nearly departed, returned with 
new vigor. Physicians who have 
studied her assert that she was be- 
ginning a new generation over again, 
with every evidence of being able to 
round out another century of exist- 
ence. Her death occurred from a 
complication of ailments. — 

Nine years ago an aged resident of 
Contra Costa county, who claimed to 
be 70 years of age, called. on Maria 
at the coumty hospital. This man 
corroborated stories of the woman’s 
great age by telling Superintendent 
J. H. Hough that Maria had been his 
mother’s nurse when he was born 
and was of middle age at that time. 
Since then other verifications of the 
woman’s age have been presented. 

Maria is said to have been the 
mother of twenty-seven children, all 
of-whom are thought to be dead.

Topography of Our Country 


Responsible for Tornadoes, 
Explanation’ of Scientists. 


Why do some portions of the United 
States suffer from tornadoes, or cy- 
clones, as they are generally but erro- 
neously called, while others do not? 
The question is answered, notes a 
writer in People’s Heme Journal, 
by scientists of the United States 
weather bureau, who point to the topog- 
raphy of our country in explanation. 
Tornadoes occur in the Mississipp! 
valley, anywhere from ihe Gulf of 
Mexico to the Canadian line. No por- 
tion of this area is more apt to suffer 
than another, the experts assert. This 
valley opens to the: warm waters of 
the gulf on the south and is closed in 
on the west by the high wall of the 
Rocky mountains. Warm, moisture- 
laden winds from the gulf move north- 
ward in the spring and early summer 
and encounter the cold north and 
northwest winds that sweep down the 
east wall of the Rockies. When the 
opposing currents meet there is some- 
times formed one of those rapidly re- 
volving, funnel-shaped clouds so de- 
structive of life and property. 

Tornadoes travel southwest to north- 
east, and, in addition to their- terrific 
whirling movement, which is too great 
to be measured, have a forward ve- 
locity of from 50 to 60 miles an hour. 
Their path may be from a few hundred 
yards to a mile in width. 

The word “tornado,” at first spelled 
“ternado,” probably was derived from 
the Spanish tronada, which means 
thunderstorms. “Tornado” may have 
grown out of an attempt to combine 
this word with the Spanish word tor 
nar, méfining to “turn,” thus making it 
descriptive of a storm that turned or 
twisted. ‘

Serve Meals at Low Prices; 
Show Good Weekly Profits 


American fried-egg financiers and pie 
plutocrats should take warning from 
abroad, suggests Thrift Magazine.
